J?rotosUmt bishop of Cork, in tho course of 
an address to tho clergy o£ the diocese Tues- 
day, said: "Ever}' interest languishes, ovory 
branch of business is depressed, and careless- 
ness, neglect and despair seem to bo settling 
upon tho people." 
Concluding his address, 


Bishop Gregg exhorted tho clergy not to al- 
low prejudice to prevent their acceptance of 
any just change which would bo likely to 
benefit Ireland.
